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Zkc  Cuban 
Cold  Story 

PART  I 


It  is  agreed  among  numismatists 
and  collectors  that  supply  and  de¬ 
mand  determine  the  numismatic  val¬ 
ue  of  a  coin.  Yet  any  knowledge  at¬ 
tained  about  its  nationalistic  back¬ 
ground  enhances  its  numismatic  val¬ 
ue.  For  example,  a  prospective  buyer 
might  find  inspiration  in  owning  a 
certain  coin  because  of  endowments, 
sentiments,  and  attachments  to  either 
a  head  of  state,  or  to  a  governing 
body,  or  to  even  the  citizenship. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind  this 
article  about  Cuban  gold  will  be 
‘sandwiched’  in  by  beginning  and 
ending  it  with  Cuban  historical  in¬ 
formation.  This  laver  of  gold,  like  the 
copper  in  our  copper  clad  coins,  will 
be  found  in  the  middle. 

The  name  Cuba  was  given  to  the 
island  by  the  ancestors  of  the  peace¬ 
ful  and  harmless  tribe  of  Indians,  and 
Columbus  found  there  on  the  day  of 
discovery,  October  28,  1492.  These 
early  day  Indians  became  so  assim¬ 
ilated  with  the  later  Cuban  genera¬ 
tions  that  their  characteristics  are  un¬ 
identifiable  in  the  present  day  Cu¬ 
bans.  Columbus  made  unsuccessful 
attempts  to  rename  Cuba  in  honor 
of  the  Spanish  royal  family  as  well 
as  the  Virgin  Mary. 

Diego  Velasquez  established  the 
city  of  Havana  in  1519.  He  wrote  a 
letter  in  which  he  said  that  part  of 
Cuba  was  governed  by  Cacique  Ha- 
baguanex  (an  Indian  chief).  Origin 
of  the  name  is  obscure.  It  is  supposed

that  mixing  of  Spanish  and  Indian 
words  resulted  in  the  name  Le  Ha- 
bana.  When  “b”  or  “v”  occur  be¬ 
tween  vowels  they  are  pronounced 
alike  in  the  Castillian  tongue,  the 
sound  being  the  combination  of  the 
two  letters.  Some  authorities  believe 
that  it  is  a  corruption  of  Savanna. 

Webster’s  dictionary  defines  this 
word  (of  American  Indian  origin)  as 
“a  tropical  or  subtropical  grassland 
containing  scattered  trees  with  an  un¬ 
dergrowth  of  plants  strongly  resis¬ 
tant  to  drought.” 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  there 
is  a  weather  vane  installed  on  top  of

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the  watchtower  of  the  fortress  EL 
CASTILLO  DE  LA  FUERZA.  It  is 
shaped  into  the  form  of  an  Indian 
maiden  called  "La  Habana.  This 
structure  was  begun  in  1565  and 
completed  in  1583.  It  may  be  a  clue 
to  the  origin  of  the  name  Havana. 
Authorities  also  point  out  that  there 
was  a  north  European  port  of  call 
HAVANNA  which  derived  its  name 
from  the  Anglo-Saxon  word  haven. 

The  Colonial  Spaniards  recognized 
Cuba  as  an  outstanding  maritime 
vantage  point  because  it  was  situated 
right  in  the  paths  of  the  ocean  lanes 
of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  Carri- 
bean  Sea.  They  referred  to  it  as  ‘‘The 
Key  to  the  New  World.” 

During  World  War  II.  the  Guan¬ 
tanamo  Naval  Base  became  one  of 
the  United  States’  defense  bases  from 
which  our  fleet  guarded  both  the  sea 
and  air  lanes.  We  acquired  this  sta¬ 
tion  bv  an  agreement  between  the  U. 
S.  and  Cuba.  It  is  known  in  this 
country  as  the  Platt  Amendment  of 
June  12,  1901. 

Since  key  is  the  key  word  in  re¬ 
gard  to  Cuba  being  “The  Key  to  the 
New  World,”  we  find  that  the  key 
appears  in  a  key  place  upon  the  Cu¬ 
ban  shield.  The  Cuban  shield  is  im¬ 
portant  to  this  story  because  the 
coinage  laws  required  it  to  appear  on 
the  reverse  of  the  gold  coins.  Let’s 
observe  some  known  facts  about  the 
shield. 

The  Phrygian  cap  on  top  of  the 
fasces  designates  freedom.  It  is  the 
emblem  of  liberty.  The  star  on  the 
cap  represents  the  sovereignty  of  the 
homeland.  The  fasces  signifies  au¬ 
thority. 

The  rising  sun  indicates  the  awak¬ 
ening  of  a  new  world.  It  consists  of 
two  land  masses  representing  the 
North  and  South  American  confi¬ 
ne  r's.  With  the  sea  as  a  background 
Cuba  is  denoted  as  an  island  by  the 
kev  placed  between  the  continents. 

The  lower  section  showing  the 


mountains,  palm  tree,  and  other  vege¬ 
tation  suggest  the  topography  and 
plant  life  of  the  country.  The  palm 
is  the  national  tree.  The  wreath  of 
laurel  represents  victory  while  the 
wreath  of  oak  represents  long  life 
and  strength. 

The  three  diagonal  stripes  repre¬ 
sent  the  departments  which,  in  the 
early  days,  were  political  divisions  of 
the  island.  The  white  stripes  indicate 
the  purity  of  the  intentions  of  the 
newborn  republic. 

There  is  one  point  about  the  shield 
which  is  not  often  mentioned.  The 
bars  are  in  the  wrong  direction.  This 
was  pointed  out  to  Pres.  Carlos  Man¬ 
uel  de  Cespedas  in  1870.  He  replied, 
“In  war  there  is  no  time  for  the  nice¬ 
ties  of  heraldy.” 

Before  we  give  the  storv  about 
Cuban  gold,  we  should  give  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  historical  and  economic 
conditions  of  the  island  that  influ¬ 
enced  the  passage  of  the  Cuban  Coin¬ 
age  Act.  Political  independence  dates 
from  May  2,  1902.  The  first  emission 
of  national  coinage  was  made  begin¬ 
ning  in  1915. 

At  the  close  of  the  Spanish  Ameri¬ 
can  War  in  1898  gold  and  silver  coins 
from  Spain,  France,  and  the  U.  S. 
circulated  freely  in  Cuba.  American 
currency  was  plentiful.  These  foreign 
coins  fluctuated  daily  in  relation  to 
the  Spanish  silver  dollar.  Money 
changing  houses  were  to  be  found  on 
main  corners  of  the  Havana  commer¬ 
cial  district.  Two  American  interven¬ 
tions  (one  of  1899  and  another  in 
1906)  had  helped  to  give  the  U.  S. 
currency  and  fractional  silver  a 
status  of  monetary  preference  in  the 
island.  This  is  reminiscent  of  the 
time  that  foreign  coins  had  had  a 
legal  tender  status  in  our  country  un¬ 
til  1857. 

Most  of  the  money  changing  and 
the  retail  business  was  conducted  by 
the  Spanish  merchants  who  remained 
in  Cuba  after  the  1898  war  of  in- 
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dependence.  Prices  of  Spanish  silver 
were  quoted  at  a  discount  of  ten  per 
cent  to  American  silver  dollars.  The 
Cubans  were  not  offensive  against 
the  Spaniards  who  remained  after 
the  war,  even  though  they  were  the 
predominating  influence  of  the  re¬ 
tail  markets. 

Out  of  these  events  grew  the  reason 
for  the  coinage  of  1915  and  1916.  It 
was  more  a  matter  of  PATRIOTISM 
than  ABSOLUTE  NECESSITY. 
There  was  plenty  of  foreign  coinage 
available  for  consummation  of  com¬ 
mercial  transactions.  Cuba  wanted  a 
coinage  that  would  give  her  distinc¬ 
tion  of  national  achievement. 

A  joint  resolution  of  the  Cuban 
Congress,  on  June  12,  1906,  set  up 
a  banking  commission  to  regulate  the 
currencies  in  circulation  and  to  con¬ 
sider  the  advisability  of  a  national 
coinage.  There  was  much  opposition 
to  the  national  coinage  measure  but 
it  was  passed  into  law  as  the  NA¬ 
TIONAL  ECONOMIC  DEFENSE 
LAW  OF  OCTOBER  29,  1914. 

Since  no  mint  had  ever  existed  in 
Cuba,  the  government  contracted 
with  the  Lb  S.  mint  at  Philadelphia 
for  the  striking  of  its  first  coinage.  A 
Senor  Montoulieu  was  appointed  by 
the  Cuban  government  as  its  in¬ 
spector  for  coinage  produced  at  this 
mint. 

Bids  for  the  design  of  the  new 
coins  were  offered  competitively. 
The  bid  was  won  by  Charles  E.  Bar¬ 
ber  of  the  Philadelphia  mint.  His  de¬ 
signs  of  the  first  Cuban  coinage  were 
so  excellent  that  other  Cuban  min¬ 
tages  from  the  same  mint  have  never 
been  able  to  surpass  them. 

Gold  was  coined  onlv  in  the  years 
of  1915  and  1916  in  the  amount  of 
23,786,750  pesos.  The  denominations 
of  issue  were  $20,  $10,  $5.  $4,  $2, 
and  $1.  The  dollar  sign  ($)  was  like¬ 
wise  used  by  Cuba  for  the  pesos 
sign. 

The  1914  LAW  OF  ECONOMIC 


DEFENSE  authorizing  national  coin¬ 
age  provided  some  of  the  following 
regulations  about  gold  coinage: 

1.  The  striking  of  gold  shall  be  un¬ 
limited. 

2.  The  legal  standard  of  gold  coins 
shall  be:  (a)  900/1000  of  fineness, 
(b)  1/1000  of  remedy  or  tolerance 
for  fineness  and  1/000  weight. 

.3.  Each  coin  shall  be  struck  bear¬ 
ing  the  value,  weight  standard, 
year  coined,  and  the  inscription 
“REPUBLICA  DE  CUBA.” 

4.  Those  of  gold  shall  bear  on  the 
obverse  the  head'  of  Marti  and  on 
the  reverse  the  shield  of  the  Re¬ 
public. 

5.  The  gold  coin  of  5,  10  and  20 
pesos  shall  have  the  same  form, 
weight,  and  values  as  the  coins  of 
the  U.S.A.  and  those  of  4,  2  and  1 
pesos  shall  be  adapted  as  to  form 
and  weight  to  the  foregoing. 

An  interesting  observation  is  made 
from  Article  XIII  of  the  Coinage 
Law.  It  reads  that  it  was  mandatory 
that  the  striking®  be  done  by  the  U.S. 
A.  It  reads  “The  executive  shall  ap¬ 
proach  the  U.S.A.  in  order  that  the 
striking  of  the  national  coinage  be 
carried  out  by  the  mint  of  the  afore¬ 
said  republic.”  The  aforementioned 
law  enumerated  the  specifications  of 
the  coinage  but  not  their  designs.  (To 
be  continued  in  next  issue  ...)

....  silver  and  nickel  coins  1915-1916 


Cuban  history  is  very  interesting 
but  the  coinage  of  this  island  country 
is  very  difficult  to  obtain  by  a  col¬ 
lector.  Today,  about  the  only  money 
used  in  Cuba  is  paper,  which  is  not 
worth  much:  but  then  again,  there  is 
not  much  need  for  money  as  there  is 
nothing  to  buy. 

Listed  and  described  below  are  the 
silver  and  nickel  coins  of  1915-16  of 
Cuba- 

One  Peso,  silver.  The  obverse  has 
a  five-pointed  star  with  rays,  dated 
1915-16.  Left  of  the  date  is  26.72590 
which  represents  the  weight  of  the 
coin  in  grammes,  and  to  the  right 
900M  indicating  the  900/100  fine¬ 
ness  of  the  silver.  Above  is  the  legend 
PATH  I A  Y  LIBERTAD.  Approxi¬ 
mately  20-30  were  minted  in  proof. 
Most  of  these  were  dated  1916.  The 
edge  is  reeded.  This  coin  is  best 
known  as  the  “star”  Lpe. 

Forty  Centavos  or  two-fifths  of  a 
peso  as  it  is  termed  in  the  original 
coinage  law,  is  the  same  design  as  the 
silver  peso  except  for  the  number 
10G,  which  stands  for  the  coin 
weight,  on  the  left  of  the  date  on  ob¬ 
verse,  and  the  words  CUARENTA 
CENTAVOS  beiow  the  shield  on  the 
reverse.  About  the  same  number  of 
proof  pieces  were  struck  as  the  peso. 

Twenty  Centavos,  silver,  or  one- 
fifth  of  a  peso,  is  the  same  design  as 
the  other  pieces  of  the  series  except 
lor  the  number  5G,  indicating  weight, 
to  the  left  of  the  date  on  the  obverse, 
and  the  words  YEINTE  CENTAVOS 
below  the  shield  on  the  reverse.  The 
coin  is  called  "peseta”  in  Cuba.  The 
edge  is  reeded.  Few  1916  proof  coins

were  minted  of  this  type. 

Ten  Centavos,  silver,  or  one-tenth 
of  a  peso,  is  of  the  same  design  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  number  2.5G  and  words 
DIEZ  CENTAVOS.  The  edge  is 
reeded.  The  same  number  of  proof 
coins  were  struck  as  the  preceding 
silver  coins. 

Five  Centavos,  nickel,  was  com¬ 
posed  of  an  alloy  of  25  parts  nickel 
and  75  parts  copper.  The  obverse  has 
a  star  without  rays  on  which  is  sup¬ 
erimposed  the  Roman  Numeral  V. 
Left  of  the  date  below  the  star  is  the 
combination  5GR  which  states  the 
weight  of  the  coin  in  Grammes.  Right 
of  the  date  is  the  combination  250M, 
which  means  250  milesimas  (thou¬ 
sandths)  the  amount  of  nickel  in  the 
alloy.  The  same  type  shield  is  on  the 
reverse  as  the  other  coins  with  RE- 
PUBLICA  DE  CUBA  above  and 
CINCO  CENTAVOS  below.  The 
edge  is  plain. 

Two  Centavos  is  of  the  same  gen¬ 
eral  design  as  the  other  coins  of  this 
series,  but  with  the  Roman  Numeral 
II  superimposed  on  the  star.  Left  of 
the  date  on  the  obverse  can  be  seen 
3.56  and  to  the  right,  250M,  the 
amount  of  nickel  in  the  alloy.  The  re¬ 
verse  has  the  words  DOS  CENTAV¬ 
OS  below  and  has  a  plain  edge.  No 
more  coins  of  this  value  were  struck 
in  the  fo'lowing  years. 

One  Centavo,  resembles  the  two 
nickel  coins  in  its  design.  On  the  ob¬ 
verse  the  Roman  Numeral  I  is  sup¬ 
erimposed  on  the  star  and  on  the  left 
of  the  date  is  2.5G:  on  the  reverse 
below  the  shield  are  the  words  UN

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THE  MIXTECAN  TREASURE  FIND

Texas.)

Pearls  as  large  as  pigeons’  eggs.  A 
human  skull  decorated  with  tur¬ 
quoises. 

These  and  many  more  precious  re¬ 
lics  of  ancient  Mexico,  taken  from  a 
hidden  tomb,  are  described  in  an  ex¬ 
citing  story  from  Mexico  City  telling 
of  the  discovery  of  a  great  treasure 
which  mav  rival  that  buried  with 
King  Tut-ankh-Amen  in  Egypt.  Bet¬ 
ter  than  the  gold  and  jewels  may  be 
the  light  thrown  on  early  American 
history. 

It  is  the  greatest  archeoological 
treasure  ever  discovered  on  the  Amer¬ 
ican  continent,  in  the  opinion  of  Al¬ 
fonso  X.  Caso,  Mexican  archeologist, 
who  directed  the  secret  work  of  ex¬ 


cavating  the  fifteenth  century  tomb. 

“Any  first  class  museum  in  the 
United  States,”  Caso  said,  as  quoted 
by  the  New  York  Times  correspon¬ 
dent,  “would  be  glad  to  write  us  a 
check  for  $1,000,000  without  even  ex¬ 
amining  the  relics.” 

The  discovery  was  made,  says  the 
Associated  Press,  “...in  the  tomb  of 
the  ten  Mixtecan  caciques,  or  feudal 
lords,  in  the  fortressed  city  of  Monte 
Alban,  high  above  Oaxaca,”  and  ”... 
the  announcement  cause  a  great  buzz 
of  prediction  that  the  long  sought 
gold  of  the  ‘lost  cities’  may  at  last 
await  excavators’  picks  and  shovels.” 

“The  treasure  already  uncovered 
consists  of  more  than  one  hundred 
specimens  of  all  kinds,  ranging  from 
heavy  and  described  as  large  as  pig- 
geons’  eggs.  A  half  dozen  necklaces, 
said  to  be  ‘an  extremely  minor  part 
of  the  treasure,’  were  evaluated  at 
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$500  each  on  their  gold  content  alone. 

"There  are,  besides,  ten  expertly- 
wrought  gold  crowns,  any  number  of 
feather  designs  wrought  in  gold,  sev¬ 
eral  super  crowns,  a  large  number  of 
gold  rings,  pearls,  amethysts,  jade, 
and  other  unidentified  precious 
stones,  pendants,  bracelets,  beads, 
rattles,  urns,  vases,  and  cups  of  jade 
and  rock  crystal,  and  a  golden  eagle, 
from  whose  beak  hangs  a  silver 
chain.” 

“One  of  the  most  interesting  ob¬ 
jects.”  writes  a  United  Press  corres¬ 
pondent  from  Oaxaca  City,  “was  a 
skull  profusely  decorated  with  tur- 
quoises  and  seas  shells,  which  the  ex¬ 
cavators  said  was  the  skull  of  a  war¬ 
rior  killed  in  battle  by  one  of  the 
chieftains  whose  tomb  was  opened. 
The  chieftain,  the  experts  said,  pre¬ 
served  the  skull  as  a  trophy.”  In  ad¬ 
dition,  “...human  bones  were  found 
carved  with  various  inscriptions.” 

Hieroglyphics  on  many  of  the  ob¬ 
jects,  it  is  said,  may  reveal  something 
of  the  obscure  history  of  the  Mixtecos, 


who  are  believed  to  have  come  from 
the  North  before  the  Aztecs. 

Hunt  for  the  treasure  was  financed 
in  part  by  the  late  Dwight  V.  Mor¬ 
row,  former  Ambassador  to  Mexico. 
So  cleverly  was  it  concealed,  the  dis¬ 
patches  point  out,  that  it  was  over¬ 
looked  by  Cortez  and  his  conquista¬ 
dors  400  years  ago. 

“While  the  relics'  primary  appeal 
will  be  to  specialists,  they  will  un¬ 
questionably  have  some  meaning  for 
laymen,”  remarks  the  Baltimore  Sun. 

“As  time  passes,  the  reconstruction 
of  the  American  past  and  the  reclaim¬ 
ing  of  the  American  heritage  become 
more  and  more  a  significant  work. 

"The  secre's  of  both  of  these  things 
are  to  be  found,  if  anywhere,  in  the 
relics  of  the  Indians  of  Mexico  and 
Central  America.  The  more  that 
comes  to  light  about  them  and  is  pre¬ 
sented  for  scholarly  scrutiny  and  syn¬ 
thesis  the  greater  the  opportunity  of 
eventually  piecing  together  the  full 
meaning  of  one  of  the  most  important 
aspects  of  our  heritage.”

THE  WORLD'S  GARDEN

The  earth’s  plant  life  is  legion.  It 
is  represented  in  some  form  on  most 
of  the  world’s  coins.  This  necessitates 
limiting  the  scope  when  discussing 
flora  as  a  topical  coin  collection.  It 
need  not  limit  you  as  a  collector. 
However,  one  does  not  have  to 
strive  for  all  the  coins  from  each 
country  nor  for  more  than  one  coin 
depicting  each  form  of  plant  life.  Do 
try  to  acquire  the  coins  that  have 
the  most  pleasing  representation  of 
each  plant.  Also  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  coins  from  each  country  in 
which  a  given  plant  carries  with  it 
the  most  historical  or  economic 
meaning. 

This  article  will  he  confined  to 
regular  coinage,  except  gold  issues, 
that  features  plant  life  in  a  realistic 
form  as  a  significant  part  of  the  coin 
design.  Wreaths  will  he  omitted.  They 
are  too  numerous  and  they  are  more- 
or— less  composed  of  the  same  plant 
materials. 

If  any  collection  is  to  he  meaning¬ 
ful,  one  must  specialize.  There  are 
manv  sub-topics  within  a  topical  col¬ 
lection.  Using  the  plant  form  as 
shown  on  the  coins,  let’s  sort  them 
into  five  hroad  classes:  Trees  (de¬ 
picted  by  a  full  tree,  distinct  branch 
or  definite  leaf);  Smaller  plants  de¬ 
picted  in  the  same  way;  Flowers 
with  the  bloom  prominent;  Fruits; 
Grains. 

Basic  information  comes  next.  This 
includes  the  name  of  the  country, 
coin  denomination,  date,  mint,  metal 


and  identity  of  the  plant  featured. 

This  identification  is  a  most  impor¬ 
tant  point.  We  want  to  know  WHAT 
it  is.  This  is  true  of  all  topical  col¬ 
lections  whether  it  be  animals,  wea¬ 
pons,  sports,  industries,  brides, 
transportation,  architecture,  rulers, 
et  al.  This  basic  data  can  be  found 
in  numismatic  publications  under 
their  reports  of  new  and  recent  is¬ 
sues  and  in  articles  discussing  a  spe¬ 
cific  country.  A  botany  handbook  has 
given  me  many  clues. 

With  this  behind  us,  we  are  ready 
to  get  to  the  heart  of  our  collection- 
why  a  given  country  chose  a  certain 
plant  or  plants  to  use  as  their  coinage 
design.  This  requires  digging— no  pun 
intended.  A  session  with  the  ency¬ 
clopedia  is  suggested.  A  better  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  world’s  people, 
history,  economics  and  geography  is 
guaranteed.  Diligent  research  sep¬ 
arates  the  numismatists  from  the 
amassers! 

We  acquired  some  clues  to  answer 
the  “why”  when  we  identified  the 
plants.  Perhaps  it’s  time  to  reclassify. 
Use  your  own  ideas.  As  a  starter, 
we  suggest:  Internationally  recog¬ 
nized  symbols;  National  and  State 
symbols;  Economic  factors;  Medici¬ 
nal  properties;  Indigenous  to  a  given 
locale.  To  illustrate  and  set  you  on 
the  hunt,  a  few  in  each  class  are 
listed: 

International  Symbols: 

Oak  — Strength  and  steadfastness; 
Olive— peace  and  loyalty:  Palm-

Victory  and  gladness;  Laurel— Hon¬ 
or  and  valor. 

National  and  State  Symbols: 

White  orchid  —  Guatemala;  Rose- 
Ancient  Rhodes  and  England; 
Palm  —  Ancient  Judea  and  Israel; 
Edelweis  —  Austria;  Rhododen¬ 
dron  —  Nepal;  Thistle  —  Scotland; 
Chrysanthemum  and  Cherry  blos¬ 
som  —  Japan;  Cedar  —  Lebanon; 
Palmetta  —  South  Carolina;  Ma¬ 
ple  —  Canada. 

Economic  Factors: 

Rice— The  Oriental  countries;  Cof¬ 
fee  —  Yemen;  Grapes  —  Italy, 
Spain,  Israel,  Ancient  Judea;  Ca- 
coa  —  Chanda,  Surinam;  Olive— Is¬ 
rael.  Greece.  Italy,  Ancient  Athens; 
Pineapple  —  Bahama,  Barbados; 
Palm  —  Most  tropical  countries; 
Grains— Most  countries. 

Medicinal  Properties: 

Aloe  —  South  Africa;  Silphium  — 
Ancient  Cvrene. 

Indigenous  to  a  Given  Locale: 

All  other  plant  life  not  falling  into 
the  above  classes.  For  example, 
the  U.S’.  commemorative  half,  the 
Spanish  Trail,  features  the  Yucca 
which  grew  in  abundancet  along 
the  trail. 

After  one  has  acquired  the  coins 
and  pertinent  data,,  it  is  normal  and 
right  that  they  be  shared  with  fellow 
hobbyists.  A  display  is  the  logical 
vehicle.  Let's  think  about  that  for  a 
moment. 

We  should  limit  the  theme  by  se¬ 
lecting  one  class  to  exhibit  or  we 
should  arrange  to  display  each  class 
in  its  own  case.  The  over-all  title 
should  include  all  cases  with  sub¬ 
titles  for  the  individual  cases.  Cer¬ 
tainly  we  will  include  our  hard- 
earned  information  neatlv  typed  and 
properly  placed.  An  appropriate 
touch  in  the  first  case  or  directly  on 
the  title  placard  could  be  one  or  all 
of  the  coins  listed.  Each  features  a 
girl  planting  seeds  or  seedlings: 


Czechoslovakia,  1  Koruna  (1957-64); 
German  Republic,  Pfennigs  (1949-50); 
and  several  French  coins. 

Happy  collecting  and  may  your 
garden  grow!

All  specimens  have  plain 
edges. 

The  one,  five,  ten  and  twenty  cen¬ 
tavos  can  still  be  found  in  scratch 
boxes  and  in  cases  at  dealer  tables  at 
coin  shows. 

Under  the  present  Cuban  regime 
people  have  been  enjoined  under  sev¬ 
ere  penalties  for  disobedience  to  hand 
over  every  type  of  silver  coin  to  the 
banks.  Today  every  Cuban  coin  in 
fine  condition  is  either  scrace  or  rare. 
These  coins  were  minted  at  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  mint.
